Girl FFA President 


The Wall Street Journal recently 
reported on a new crime that 
sounds outrageous to horse-loving 
Texans. 
A new type of rustling is on the 
rise. Instead of cattle, the thieves 
are snatching horses, good ones 
and poor ones, to supply a growing 
demand for horsemeat. 
The financial newspaper re­ 
ported that a horse Named I 
Think So was snatched from a field 
outside Houston where her owner 
had left her unattended. He never 
thought about somebody grabbing 
his race horse for eating purposes, 
but that’s what happened. 
I Think So was no ordinary nag. 
She won $150,000 on the race track 
and her foals brought $5,000 each. 
When she was stolen and sold to a 
slaughter plant to be quartered for 
dinner steaks, she brought a top 
market price of 22 cents a pound. 
Increasingly, horse owners, 
particularly in the Southwest, are 
discovering that their animals are 
missing—the 
victims 
of 
a 
flourishing horse rustling business. 
These stolen animals are likely to 
wind up on the dinner table of a 
fancy restaurant in the East, or 
sent overseas to dining places in 
France where horsemeat is a real 
delicacy. 
All of which sounds almost like 
cannibalism to the Texas horse 
lover to whom his four-footed steed 
is not only a source of fun and 
sometimes profit, but also is 
regarded as a friend. 
There are about a dozen horse 
slaughtering plants in the United 
States and they process around 
1,300 animals a week. They say 
they don’t know how many of these 
horses are stolen, but the number 
be significant. 
The chief investigator of the 
Texas and Southwestern Cattle 
Raisers Association estimates that 
every week about 20 horses 
disappear in Texas and another 
five in Oklahoma. 
It seems that nothing is sacred 
any more.

MEET WITH LEGISLATORS 
Area School Officials Meet 
Here On Finance Problems 


Over 125 area school of­ 
ficials attended a meeting 
here Monday evening in the 
high school cafetorium to 
discuss the impact of the 
school finance bill passed in 
the last session of die Texas 
Legislature. The meeting was 
sponsored by the recently 
formed organization, Texans 
for Equitable Taxation. 
Four area state legislators 
and a member of the State 
Board of Education were on a 
panel to learn about the 
impact of House Bill 1126 on 
the 
25 
school 
districts 
represented. 


On the panel were: State 
Senator Ray Farabee of 
Wichita Falls, State Senator 
Kent Hance of Lubbock, State 
R epresentative 
Elm er 
Martin of Colorado City, 
State Representative Mike 
Ezzell of Snyder, and James 
M. Binion of Abilene, 
a 
member of the State Board of 
Education. 
Out of the 25 schools 
represented at the meeting, 
only one reported that it had 
not either raised taxes last 
year or this year because of 
the impact of the state 
finance bill.

meeting indicated that the 
cost of financing the local 
school districts share of the 
minimum foundation pro­ 
gram has increased 25 to 30 
percent and is expected to 
increase even more next 
year. 


Bob Hawes, local super­ 
intendent who served as 
master of ceremonies, told 
the group that Hamlin’s 
share of the miniumum 
foundation program had 
grown from 30 percent in 74- 
75 to 43 percent in 75-76 and 
will be 51 percent in 76-77. 


Senator Farabee told the 
group that the state must 
come up with a new means of 
financing public education. 
He said that Texas is no 
longer 
basically 
an 
agricultural state and that 
property taxes were no 
longer fair and equitable and 
would not do the job of 
financing our school system. 


He also told the school 
officials 
to 
keep 
their 
legislators informed of their 
problems and that they need 
to come up with new ideas to 
solve their problems in 
Austin. 
Representative Martin also 
told the group that they 
needed to help find some 
other method of raising the 
money to finance the public 
schools. 
During the testimony of the 
various school officals it was 
pointed out that vocational 
and special education were 
suffering the most under the 
new finance bill and that this 
was at the time when the 
schools were trying to im­ 
prove these programs.

She also includes her 
recipe for meat loaf that is a 
combination of recipes with 
some variations of her own. 
MEAT LOAF 
Mrs. L. B. Maberry 
I lb. ham burger meat 
I pkg. crackers, rolled 
1 can vegetable soup, con­ 
centrated, undiluted 
2 eggs 
I small can of chilies 
I large onion 
Chop onion fine, beat eggs 
well. 
Mix 
with 
other 
ingredients until well blen­ 
ded. Put in greased casserole 
and mold. Pour catsup over 
all of top, but not down sides. 
Heat oven to 250 degrees and 
bake I hour. Freezes well.

APPLE PIE 
I 9” crust unbaked 
Sift together: 
2 c. flour 
3 T. sugar 
4 t. salt 
3 t. baking powder 
I c. cream, whipped 
Fold cream 
into 
mixture and spread 
thinly sliced apples that have 
been soaked in lemon juice 
and mixed with 4 c. sugar. I 
T. flour before being placed 
in crust. Bake at 400 degrees 
for IO minutes. Then at 250 
degrees until done.
